Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -3 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Weisse (4923544) discloses an apparatus for forming tetrahexagonal truss structure, 
comprising a pair of die plates (18, 20), wherein each die has a tetrahexagonal shape in which a 
pyramid is integrated with a hexagonal base and its side walls for form the tetrahexagonal shape 
on the sheet material. 

However, Weisse fails to disclose hat the shaping surface of the die plates having a 
plurality of isosceles triangles plane elements pivotally connected to a plurality of trapezoid 
elements so that their bases facing each other to form the pivots along the protrusion zigzag lines 
and their vertices form the pivots along the recesses zigzag lines.
